Remark

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts of record to Wright and Brandt either alone or combine fails to 
teach or suggest each and every feature of a linear amplification with nonlinear components 
(LINC) power transmitter comprising a digital signal processing unit; a frequency modulation 
unit; a signal amplification unit; a direct current/direct current (DC/DC) conversion unit; wherein 
the DC/DC conversion unit controls a base bias and/or a collect bias of the power amplification 
module, and the power amplification module operates in saturation; wherein the frequency 
modulation unit further comprises a D/A converter; a low pass filter; a quadrature modulator; 
and a local oscillator as cited in claim 3, and similarly in claim 7.
